ISS For Farmers Is 
Explained Here 


More self-employed farmers have 
protection under the Social Secur- 
ity Act as a result of recent legisla- 
tion, R: C. Gehrken, Jr., man- 
ager of the West Palm Beach social 
security office, said today. A new 


income for 1956 and later years will 
help maintain farmers’. social se- 
curity benefits. at a higher level. 
The new option provides that 
farm operators whose annual gross 
farm income is at least $600 and 
not more than $1800 have the op- 
tion of reporting two-thirds of this 
amount as farm net earnings, or 
their actual net. If gross income ex- 
ceeds $1800 and net earnings are. 


from farming business must be 
combined in exercising the option, 
Mr. Gehrken said. Those farmers 
who do not wish to take advantage 
of the optional method of reporting 
may use the standard method up- 
der which income and expenses are 
reported and the tax paid on the 
actual net profit, provided it 
amounts to $400 or more. The op- 
tion may be used’only to report 
farm income for social security 
purposes. 

Regardless.of the reporting meth- 
od used, however, Mr. Gehrken em- 
phasized the importance of all 
farmers keeping good \records of 
their income and expenses.
